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NOTE,.—In this Quarterly Return the mortality shown for the several areas has reference 
to Deaths corrected for those occurring 1n Institutions throughout the entire of 
Saorstat Eireann. It is the first of the series of Quarterly Reports which con- 
tains the information so presented. 


During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in Saorstat 
FKireann, comprising 648 Registrar’s Districts, 14,833 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 13,407 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 18-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1927, 
viz., 2,959,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 
revised. The Annual Report for 1927 will supply the revised figures. 


2 . Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 21-5 per 1,000 of the population,-in England and Wales, to 17:3 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 20-5 per 1,000. 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 17-0 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 17-5 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 16-1 per 1,000. | 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Hireann during the fourth quarter 
of 1926, was 3,074, equivalent to an annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0°1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1925, 
and 0-2 below the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 2,840 (or 4.3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 234 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 3-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-1 below, 
and that relating to all other denominations is 0-6 below, the average for the fourth 
quarter of the ten years 1916-25. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (14.833) during the quarter ended 3lst March last 
7,504 were boys and 7,329 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 20-1 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-4 below the average for the 
first quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-1 above that for the first quarter 
of 1926. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,407, of which 6,606 were 
of males and 6,801 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 18-1 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-4 below the average for the first quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 2°5 above the rate for the first quarter of the year 1926. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in Saorstat 
Kireann from the undermentioned causes for the first quarter of 1927, and for each 
of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the first quarter of the five years, 
1 922-26.

4 Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 
AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 13,407 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,318, or 9-8 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age ; and 6,058, or 45-2 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
89 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 64, 72, and 77, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 


INQUESTS. 


There were 170 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 79 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 13,407 deaths registered, 3,254, or 24-3 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,443, or 25-7 per cent,, of 
the 13,407 deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 3lst March last was 10,325. 


URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II., page 11, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under 
review for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population 
of Saorstat Eireann, was 23-5 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth- 
rate for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 18-6 per 1,000. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 21-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Kireann the corresponding rate was 16-6 per 1,000. 


The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-4 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in ‘Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and ten of 
the principal urban areas of Saorstat Hireann was 22-5 per 1,000 of the population, 
the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest: Dundalk, 14:3; Tralee, 15-9; Sligo, 16-1; Galway, 18-0; 
Drogheda, 19-2; Limerick, 19-8; Cork, 20-8; Waterford, 20-9; Kilkenny, 22:7; 
Dublin Registration Area, 23-8; and Wexford, 29:7. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 11 districts was 1-6 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Wexford and Kilkenny to 2:2 in Dublin Registration Area.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-80 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-73 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-94 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts 
collectively it was 1:93. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirRTHS.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Ditin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 3lst 
March, 1927, was 2,840—1,441 boys and 1,399 girls—being equal to an annual rate 
of 27-0 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,183, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27-5 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 478, equal to an annual rate of 18-5 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 179 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,661, affording 
an annual rate of 25-3 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents ot the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 2,503, and were equiva- 
lent to an annual rate of 23-8 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 21-7.* The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 31st 
March was 2,668—1,305 males and 1,363 females—affording an annual ratio of 25-3 in 
every 1,000 of the population, as compared with 23-4* per 1,000 for the first quarter 
of the ten years, 1917-1926. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 1,978, equivalent 
to a rate of 24-9 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 525, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 20-3 in every 1,000.

The annual rate represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic 
diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 2-2 per 1,000, that in the City was 
2-6, and in the Urban Districts, 0-8.

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AGES.—Of the 2,503 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 745 were under five years of age, including 408 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 153 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal toan 
annual mortality of 68-9 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the age of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-8 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5:0 per 1,000, the total. number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 18-2 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 9-2; for those between 45 and 65 it was 37-6 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 86-0, and among those aged 75 and tuipwards the 
annual death-rate was 206-9 per 1,000. ‘The deaths of 17 persons (3 males and 14 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstrrutT1ons.—Of the 2,503 deaths recorded during the quarter, 979, 
or 39-1 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 685 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 282 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 12 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. ! 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 2nd April, 1927, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 17-2 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 23-3 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 18-8 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 16-8 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 15-7 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 17-0 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY .* 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 2nd April; 1927, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 42-4°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 40-0°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 45-2°; at Greenwich, 42-9° ; at Glasgow, 41-4°; and at Edin- 
burgh, 41-1°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2:7 ; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 2-2; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-9; at Greenwich, 2-1; at 
Glasgow, 1:7; and at Edinburgh, 2-9. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7-05 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 7:55 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 8-94 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 7:17 inches ; at Glasgow, 10-14 inches, and at Edinburgh, 4-90 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JANUARY. 


Apart from a temporary fall in temperature, accompanied in many places by 
snow, on the 4th, mild westerly weather with frequent, but moderate, rainfall pre- 
vailed during the first twelve days of January, the highest temperatures of the month 
occurring generally on the 8th and 9th. On the 12th and 13th stormy weather was 
widely experienced. Cold weather with showers of snow or sleet on the 13th and 16th 
ensued, day temperatures generally not exceeding 40°F from the 17th to the 20th ; 
at Dublin (City) the maximum temperature on the 19th did nor rise above 35°F. 
The lowest night temperatures were generally experienced about this period. By the 
24th mild conditions had become re-established and during the last week of the 
month extremely stormy weather prevailed, a particularly violent and widespread

gale being experienced on the 28th, during which the wind attained the remarkable 
velocity of 109 m.p.h. in a gust at Dunfanaghy (Donegal). In the western and north- 
western districts, the month’s precipitation exceeded the normal, more than twice the 
normal being recorded at Markree and Foynes. Snow or sleet occurred in several 
places on the 21st, 27th and 29th. Sunshine aggregates were mostly above the 
average in the south-eastern districts. 


FEBRUARY. 


Quiet anticyclonic weather, with frequent ground frosts, little rain and good 
sunshine records on several days, prevailed generally up to about the 19th. Low 
day temperatures were experienced generally from the 9th to the 12th; at Seskin 
(Waterford) the maximum temperature on the 9th failed to exceed 33°F. , The 
remainder of the month was mild and unsettled, with frequent rain. Except in some 
central and eastern districts, rainfall totals for the month were below normal. Sun- 
shine totals were generally in excess. Fog occurred frequently during the month. 


MARCH. 


Mild unsettled weather with a prevalence of westerly winds and frequent rainfall 
prevailed during the greater part of March. During the first ten days or so of the 
month, day temperatures remained in the neighbourhood of 50°F, but from about 
the 12th to the 14th cooler weather, associated with anticyclonic conditions, was 
experienced generally, the lowest screen temperatures experienced during the month 
being recorded during this period. Subsequently winds became more southerly and 
from the 18th to the 22nd unusually mild weather for the time of the year was ex- 
perienced widely, day temperatures reaching or exceeding 60°F at several places on 
the 19th. Unsettled weather with frequent rain, high winds, but with bright poeyey 
continued during the remainder of the month.

During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 15,884 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 11,801 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 16-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1927, 
viz., 2,959,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 
revised. The Annual Report for 1927 will supply the revised figures. 


28 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 23-3 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 17-6 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 20-6 per 1,000. 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 15-9 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 11-0 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 12-9 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat HKireann during the first quarter 
of 1927, was 3,825, equivalent to an annual rate of 5-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0-2 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1926, 
and 0:5 below the average for the first quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 3,644 (or 5-5 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 181 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 2-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. ‘The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-5 below, 
and that relating to all other denominations is 1-1 below, the average for the first 
quarter of the ten years 1917-26. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (15,884) during the quarter ended 30th June last, 
8,203 were boys and 7,681 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 21-5 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-3 below the average for the 
second quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-4 below that for the second quarter 
of 1926. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 11,801, of which 5,948 were 
of males and 5,853 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 16-0 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-3 below the average for the second quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 1-3 above the rate for the second quarter of the year 1926.

AGES AT DEATH. 

Of the 11,801 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,072, or 9-1 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 5,258, or 44- 6 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
67 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 72, 77, and 89, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 


INQUESTS. 


There were 231 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 51 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Ot the 11,801 deaths registered, 2,848, or 24-1 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 
The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,221, or 27-3 per cent., of 


the 11,801 deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th June last was 17,138. 





URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II., page 37, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under 
review for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population 
of Saorstat Eireann, was 25-0 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate 
for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 20-0 per 1,000. 

The annual'rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 15-6 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Hireann the corresponding rate was 16-1 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Fireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PrancrpaL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and ten of the 
principal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann was 15-7 per 1,000 of the population, 
the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest : Wexford, 10-8; Dundalk, 11-4; Tralee, 12-5; Waterford, 
14-1; Cork, 15-1; Kilkenny,.15-1 ; Drogheda, 15:8 ; Dublin Registration Area. 16-1 ; 
Limerick, 16-1; Sligo, 16-1; and Galway, 20-0. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 11 districts was 0-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Kilkenny to 1:4 in Galway, the 71 deaths from all causes for that district including 
one from enteric fever, 2 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. —The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-89 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-91 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 2-17 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1°85. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Duin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June, 1927, was 3,058—1,529 boys and 1,529 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 
29-1 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,297, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 28-9 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named 
above, 492, equal to an annual rate of 19-0 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 269 in 
institutions 1elating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,789, affording 
an annual rate of 26-5 per 1,000. 


DratTHs.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,696, and were equiva- 
lent to an annual rate of 16-1 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 17-3* The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 30th 
June was 1,810—903 males and 907 females—affording an annual ratio of 17-2 in 
every 1,000 of the population, as compared with 19-1* per 1,000 for the second quarter 
of the ten years, 1917-1926. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 1,317, equivalent 
to a rate of 16-6 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 379, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 14-6 in every 1,000.

AcEs.—Of the 1,696 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 418 were under five years of age, including 275 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 99 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 38-6 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the age of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-9 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:5 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 11-2 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-9; for those between 45 and 65 it was 27:5 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 59-8, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 138-6 per 1,000. The deaths of 10 persons (one male and 9 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstrruTions.—Of the 1,696 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 746, or 44-0 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 493 in the various hospitals, prisons and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 176 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 77 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 2nd July, 1927, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 17-4 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 23-6 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 18-4 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in london during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 10-0 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 14-4 per 1,000 of the total eto and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 13-6 per 1,000: 


METEOROLOGY.* 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 25th June, 1927, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 49-2°; and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 51-3°; for the 
13 weeks ended 2nd July, 1927, the mean temperature at Peamount was 47-5°; at 
Greenwich it was 54:6°; at Glasgow, 49:0° ; and at Edinburgh, 47:3°. 


‘The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 5-8* ; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 4-6; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 5-2* - at Greenwich, 5-2: at 
Glasgow, 5-3; and at Edinburgh, 5.5. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 5-04* inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 5-63 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 7-09* inches ; 
at Greenwich it was 5-63 inches ; at Glasgow, 9:21 inches, and at Edinburgh, 6-74 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, Iondon : 





APRIL. 


During the greater part of the first half of April, unsettled weather with alter- 
nating rainy and bright periods, moderate temperature and winds between south- 
west and north-west, prevailed generally. Associated with an anticyclone to the 
south of the British Isles, conditions improved on the 17th, and during the next few 
days fairer, warmer weather was experienced—day temperatures between 65°F. and 
70°F. being recorded in several places on the 20th. The weather during the last week 
of the month was characterised by dry, northerly winds, bright periods, lower day 
temperatures and, in some places, heavy ground frost. In some western and north- 
western districts, monthly totals of precipitation exceeded the normal, but elsewhere 
theie was a deficiency, notably in some southern districts. Sunshine aggregates 
for the month were everywhere below the average.

May. 


The first few days of the month were unsettled and rainy. After the 4th, 
fairer and warmer weather was established, day temperatures on the 7th exceeding 
70°F. in several districts and reaching 80°F. at Mountmellick. On the 10th the wind 
temporarily became more northerly with a consequent fall in temperature and, in a 
few places, thunderstorms. Rain was fairly general around about the 15th. Fol- 
lowing a few days of fine moderately warm weather, there was a renewal of unsettled 
conditions with rain locally on the 20th and 21st. After this, the weather was 
mainly fair and relatively dry, good sunshine records being obtained on several days. 
The mean temperature for the month was above the normal in the southern and 
western districts. Rainfall totals were everywhere below the normal while sunshine 
aggregates were deficient in most districts. Severe ground frost was experienced 
in many places during the night of April 30th to May Ist. At Birr the number of 
ground frosts during the month amounted to ten and at Dublin (Phoenix Park) to 
five, but in general, ground frost was infrequent. 


JUNE. 


During the early. part of the month, the weather was generally cool and change- 
able with bright periods and local heavy rain. From about the 10th to the 15th the 
weather was fair or fine generally, with little rain, day temperatures in the neigh- 
bourhood of 70°F. being recorded in several places on the 13th and 14th. On the 
16th heavy rain fell in several districts and during the remainder of the month a 
disturbed type of weather with frequent rain and high winds prevailed generally. 
The monthly mean temperature was below the normal in all districts. Rainfall was 
almost everywhere in excess of the normal, more than twice the normal being ex- 
perienced locally in the west, but on the south coast of Cork and in Meath the rainfall 
was slightly below the norm al. ‘There was a deficiency of sunshine in most districts.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 15,232 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 8,680 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 11-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1927, 
viz., 2,958,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 


revised. The Annual Report for 1927 will supply the revised figures. 


54 Marnages, Births, and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 21-1 per 1 000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 16-7 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 19-0 per 1,000. 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 11-6 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 9-4 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 11-1 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the second quarter 
of 1927, was 3,087, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0-2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1926, 
and 0:7 below the average for the second quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 2,849 (or 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 238 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 3-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. ‘The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-7 below, 
and that relating to all other denominations is 1-1 below, the average for the second 
quarter of the ten years 1917-26. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (15,232) during the quarter ended 30th September last, 
7,745 were boys and 7,487 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 20-6 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0:3 above the average for the 
third quarter of the preceding ten years, and 9-4 below that for the third quarter of 
1926. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 8,680, of which 4,393 were 
of males and 4,287 ‘of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 11-7 7 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-6 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and equal to the rate for the third quarter of the year 1926.

AGES AT DEATH. 

Of the 8,680 deaths registered during the quarter, 855, or 9-9 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 3,736, or 43-0 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. ‘The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
56 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 77, 89, and 67, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 


INQUESTS. 


There were 209 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 42 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Ot the 8,680 deaths registered, 2,224, or 25-6 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 
The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,023, or 23-3 per cent., of 


the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number oz Successfui Primary Vaccinations 
during the quartez ended 30th September last was 16,411. 





URBAN DISTRICTS. 


‘Table II., page 63, gives separate tuformation for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under 
review for the entite urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population 
of Saorstat Eire nn, was 24-8 per 1,000 of the pupulation, and that the birth-rate 
for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 18-9 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 11-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Hirearn the corresponding rate was 11-7 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was ec. ivalent to an annual rate of 0 / js. - 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts tne death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Hireann being. er 1,000 of the popuiation. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Javie _., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during ‘°t quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and ten of the 
principal urban areas of Saorstat Hirea. 1 was 11-8 per 1,000 of the population, 
the respective iates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest: Drogheda,9-1; ‘Tralee, 9-5; Cork, 9:8; Dundalk, 11:7; 
Wexford, 11-8; Dublin Registratio. .irea, 11-9; Limerick, 12:3; Waterford, 13-5; 
Sligo, 13-6 ; Galway, 15:5; and Kilkenny, 15- 5. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 11 distr’ ts was 0-8 per 1,009 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Sligo and Kilkenny to 1-7 in Galway, the 55 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 2 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age.

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PULMONARY ‘T'UBERCULOSIS. —I‘he annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-32 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-38 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-47 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1:22. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtHSs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September, 1927, was 3,027—1,547 boys and 1,480 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 28-8 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,288, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 28-8 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 511, equal to an annual rate of 19-7 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 228 in 
institutions 1elating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,799, affording 
an annual rate of 26-6 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,248, and were equiva- 
lent to an annual rate of 11-9 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 14:-6* The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 30th 
September was 1,378—682 males and 696 females—affording an annual ratio of 13-1 in 
every 1,000 of the population, as compared with 15-9* per 1,000 for the third quarter 
of the ten years, 1917-1926. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 983, equivalent 
to a rate of 12-4 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 265, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 10-2 in every 1,000.

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AGrEs.—Of the 1,248 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 308 were under five years of age, including 230 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 82 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 28-5 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 3-3 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 8-1 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 5-6; for those between 45 and 65 it was 21-4 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 42-3, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 89-2 per 1,000. The deaths of 11 persons (2 males and 9 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstitutTions.—Of the 1,248 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 593. or 47-5 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 411 in the various hospitals, prisons and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 144 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 38 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended Ist October, 1927, the birthsin London were 
equivalent to a rate of 16-4 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 21-4 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 17-4 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 8-7 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 11-8 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 11-7 per 1,000. 





METEOROLOGY .* 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 24th September, 1927, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Pheenix Park, Dublin, was 57-6°; and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 58-3°; for. 
the 13 weeks ended Ist October the mean temperature at Peamount Sanatorium 
was 54-2°; at Greenwich, 61-0° ; at Glasgow, 56-7°; and at Edinburgh, 56-1°. 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 4:7*; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 3-8; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 5-5*; at Greenwich, 4:6; at- 
Glasgow, 3-7; and at Edinburgh, 4-6. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 12:40* inches ; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 13-12 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 10-71* inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 9-76 inches ; at Glasgow 16-4] inches ; and at Edinburgh, 17:27 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the: Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JULY. 


Unsettled weather with high winds and much rain prevailed during the first 
week. Apart from some rain and thunderstorms in the south round about the 13th, 
relatively dry weather prevailed from the 8th to the 18th, good sunshine records 
being obtained in several districts during this period. At Waterford the total rain- 
fall for the three days 12th—14th was only 1 mm. less than the normal amount for 
the whole month. Unsettled conditions with considerable fair periods were ienewed 
on the 19th and continued until the end of the month, heavy falls of rain being re- 
corded on the 20th (41mm. at Glasnevin, Dublin), 2lst, 26th, and 29th. The mean 
temperature for the month was generally about or above the normal, the highest 
temperatures occurring between the 15th and 20th, and the lowest on the Ist and 
from the 13th to 18th. Rainfall totals showed considerable variation, but in general 
were above the normal, the largest excess, relative to the normal, occurring in the 
south-east. Sunshine aggregates were variable, the sunniest districts being the 
south-eastern districts and Donegal.

Apart from a few fine days at the beginning and end of the month, the weather 
during August was unsettled and wet, rain falling in most districts on almost every 
day from the 6th to the 24th and heavy falls occurring on the 14th, 15th, and 18th 
to 21st. After the 24th an improvement in the weather took place and, apart from 
some heavy rain on the 27th, rainfall amounts were mostly light. The mean tem- 
perature was about or above the normal in all districts, the highest temperatures 
occurring on the 4th and 5th and the lowest on the 17th, 29th, and 30th. Rainfall 
totals exceeded the normal in most districts. Sunshine aggregates were variable. 
Many thunderstorms were reported. 


SEPTEMBER. 


Apart from some fine warm days during the first week of the month, when day 
temperatures in the neighbourhood of 70°F. were recorded, the weather during 
September was unsettled, wet, and rather cold, heavy falls of rain occurring on the 
20th and 28th (46 mm. at Newtownforbes and 41 mm. at Birr on the 20th and 31 mm. 
at Waterford on the 28th). The mean temperature was below the normal in all 
districts. Except for a small costal strip in Wicklow and Wexford, where the rainfall 
was slightly below normal, rainfall totals generally exceeded one and a half times the 
normal, and in a few places amounted to more than twice the normal. Sunshine 
ageregates were below the normal.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered in Saorstat 
FHireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 14,031 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 19-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 9,797 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 13-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1927, 
viz., 2,958,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 
revised. The Annual Report for 1927 will supply the revised figures. 


80 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 19-4 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 15-4 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 18-9 per 1,000. 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 13-7 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 11-7 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 13-7 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


‘The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Kireann during the third quarter 
of 1927, was 3,463, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0-1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1926, 
and 0-3 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 3,158 (or 4:8 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 305 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 4-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. ‘The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-2 below, 
and that relating to all other denominations is 0-8 below, the average for the third 
quarter of the ten years 1917-26. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (14,031) during the quarter ended 3lst December last, 
7,171 were boys and 6,860 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 19-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. ‘This rate is 0-2 above the average for the 
fourth quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-5 below that for the fourth quarter 
of 1926. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 9,797, of which 4,913 were 
of males and 4,884 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 13-2 per 1,000 
of the population, being 1-3 below the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 1-0 below the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1926.

AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 9,797 deaths registered during the quarter, 966, or 9-9 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 4,459, or 45-5 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. ‘he number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
69 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 89, 67, and 56, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 


INQUESTS. 


There were 210 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 47 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Ot the 9,797 deaths registered, 2,439, or 24:9 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,367, or 24-2 per cent., of 
the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 31st December last was 10,431. 


URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II., page 89, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under 
review for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population 
of Saorstat Hireann, was 21-7 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate - 
for the remainder of Saorstat Hireann was 17-8 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 14-4 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was 12-8 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and ten of the 
principal urban areas of Saorstat Hireann was 15-0 per 1,000 of the population, 
the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest: Sligo, 12:2; Dundalk, 12-3; Drogheda, 12-9; Cork, 13-0; 
Limerick, 13-9; Wexford, 14:5; Waterford, 14:6; Dublin Registration Area, 15-6 ; 
Tralee, 15-6; Kilkenny, 15-9; and Galway, 18-6. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 11 districts was 1-1 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Drogheda and Sligo to 3-4 in Galway, the 66 deaths from all causes for that district 
including two from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 4 from 

, diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age.

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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. —Ihe annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-35 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-33 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-44 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1°39. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Brirtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Din Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 3lst 
December, 1927, was 2,617—1,316 boys and 1,301 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 24-9 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 1,983, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25-0 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 430, equal to an annual rate of 16-6 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 204 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,413, affording 
an annual rate of 22-9 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Eiréann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,638, and were equiva- 
lent to an annual rate of 15-6 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 17-°9* The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 31st 
December was 1,815—899 males and 916 females—affording an annual ratio of 17-2 in 
every 1,000 of the population, as compared with 19-3 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter 
of the ten years, 1917-1926. 





The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 1,321, equivalent 
to a rate of 16-6 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 317, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 12-3 in every 1,000.

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Acrs.—Of the 1,638 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration . 
Area registered during the quarter, 484 were under five years of age, including 316 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 131 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 44-7 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 3-4 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 12-1 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 5-4; for those between 45 and 65 it was 25-8 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 52-6, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 142-6 per 1,000. The deaths of 16 persons (3 males and 13 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic Instrrutions.—Of the 1,638 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 736, or 44-9 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 482 in the various hospitals, prisons and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 217 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 37 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 3lst December, 1927, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 15-2 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 21-6 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 16-9 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 11-7 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 16-9 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh “the 
annual rate was 14-7 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY.* 


The mean temperature for the fourteen weeks ended 3lst December, 1927, 
deduced from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey 
Office, Pheenix Park, Dublin, was 44-4°; and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 47:9° ; 
for the 13 weeks ended 3lst December, the mean temperature at Greenwich was 
43-8°; at Glasgow, 42-6°; and at Edinburgh, 42-1°, 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was - 
2:3*; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-4*; at Greenwich, 1:5; at Glasgow, 1:4; and at 
Edinburgh, 2:0. 


The rainfall at Dublin measured 8-94* inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), 15-24* 
inches; at Greenwich, it was 6-86 inches; at Glasgow, 9-16 inches; and at Edin- 
burgh, 5-54 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


OCTOBER. 


The first three weeks of October were generally quiet, fine, and dry, no rain of 
importance occurring until the 2lst. During the first ten days of the month day 
temperatures ranged between 60°F. and 65°F.; there was much fog locally in the 
mornings and at night, but on most days excellent sunshine records were obtained. 
Heavy rain on the 2Ist and 22nd marked the commencement of a spell of very mild 
unsettled weather, which continued to the end of the month; rain fell frequently, 
and from the 26th to the 29th stormy conditions were prevalent ; violent and de- 
structive gales, accompanied by serious loss of life amongst fishermen in Galway 
and Mayo, occurred on the 28th. The mean temperature for the month was above the 
normal in all districts. Rainfall totals for the month were slightly above the normal 
in the Dublin area, but below the normal elsewhere. Sunshine aggregates were 
generally about or above the normal. |

\ 
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NOVEMBER. 


Mild weather associated with south-westerly winds prevailed generally during 
the first three days of November ; maximum temperatures were in the neighbourhood 
of 65°F., while heavy rain occurred on the Ist and 2nd. After the 3rd, temperature 
gradually fell as the wind became, first, westerly, and then northerly, and from about 
the 6th to the 14th, maximum temperatures did not differ much from 45°F., while 
night frost occurred frequently. During this period many bright intervals and little 
rainfall were experienced generally. 

During the remainder of the month temperature was mostly moderate, with much 
rain between the 16th and 21st, and little sunshine except during the last week of 
the month. 

_ The mean temperature was slightly below the normal in most districts. Apart 
from an excess in a few isolated districts, precipitation was about or below the 
normal. Monthly aggregates of sunshine were above the normal in all districts. 


DECEMBER. 


Mainly mild wet weather, with southerly to south-westerly winds and heavy 
rain and strong winds on the 5th, prevailed during the first ten days of December. 
After the 10th winds became south-easterly to easterly, and the weather became 
cold, with occasional falls of snow and low night temperatures in the screen and on 
the ground; the coldest period, during which the temperature was below 40°F., 
extended from the 17th to the 19th in the south and west and to the 20th in the 
east. Following an interval of mild wet weather, during which maximum tempera- 
tures were about 50°F., there was a renewal of the cold weather on the 24th, which 
persisted throughout the remainder of the month ; strong winds occurred frequently, 
while snow fell in many districts on several days, but amounts were slight. The 
mean temperature for the month was everywhere below normal. Rainfall totals 
were below the normal except in some areas in the south-east. Sunshine aggregates 
were generally below the normal, there being a large number of days without bright 
sunshine.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS RELATING TO THE DUBLIN REGISTRATION 
AREA, TEN OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS, AND OTHER URBAN 
DISTRICTS, IN SAORSTAT BIREANN, DURING THE YEAR 1927. 


[The particulars given in the following text and in Tables 1 and 2 are for the calendar 
year, and are completely corrected for Deaths in Institutions throughout Saorstdt Eireann. 
The remaining tables refer to the 52 weeks ended 31st December, 1927, and are derived 
directly from the Weekly Returns.| 


Table 1, page 108, gives information relating to births and deaths for each county 
borough and urban district in Saorstat Bireann during the year 1927. ‘This table 
also includes a summary of the 11 principal town districts. It will be observed that 
the rate represented by the number of births recorded for the entire urban districts 
during the year was 23-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the rural districts 18-8 
per 1,000, the birth rate for Saorstat Bireann being 20-3 per 1,000. 


In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 15-9 per I 000. In 
the remaining districts the death-rate was 14:3, the death-rate for all Saorstat 
Fireann being 14-8 per 1,000. 


For the principal epidemic diseases* in 1927, the rate in the urban districts was 
1:0 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 0-3 per 1 ,000, the rate for Saorstat Eireann 
as a whole being 0-5 per 1,000. 


The infant mortality rate for the urban districts, based on the births and deaths 
of infants under one year of age, recorded for the year 1927, as returned by the 
Registrars, was 100 per 1,000 births, the rate for the rural districts being 55 per 
1,000. In the whole of Saorstat Kireann the rate was equivalent to 70 per 1,000 
births registered. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOwN DISTRICTS. 


MORTALITY FROM ALL CAUSES.—As shown in Table I. the rate represented by 
the deaths from all causes registered during the year for the Dublin Registration 
Area and ten of the principal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann (exclusive of deaths 
in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts, and inclusive 
of deaths of residents of the districts registered elsewhere in Saorstat Hireann), was 
16:2 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being 
as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Dundalk, 12:4; Tralee, 
13-4; Drogheda, 14:3; Sligo, 14-5; Cork, 14:7; Limerick, 15-5; Waterford, 15-8; 
Wexford, 16-7 ; Dublin Registration Area, 16:8; Kilkenny, 17:3; and Galway, 18-0. 


PRINCIPAL EPIDEMIC DISEASES.—The annual rate represented by the deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 11 districts was 1-1 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rates varying from 0-2 in Kilkenny and in Wexford, to 1-7 in Galway, 
the 256 deaths from all causes for the latter district including one from enteric fever, 
4 from measles, 8 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 9 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. The 1,152 deaths from all causes for Cork include 
2 from enteric fever, one from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 9 from diphtheria and 
24 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


PULMONARY ‘TUBERCULOSIS.—The rate represented by the deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-59 per 1,000 of the 
population; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-59 per 1,000; and for 
the towns collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), it was 1- 60. The rate 
for Dublin City was 1-75 per 1,000.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BIRTHS.—The number of births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
duiing the year 1927 was 11,542—5,833 boys and 5,709 girls—or 27-4 per 1,000 
of the estimated population of the Registration Area, which consists of the City of 
Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, 
and Dtin Laoghaire. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 26-8 per 
1,000 of the mean population* of those years. 


Of the 11,542 births, 8,751 belonged to the city, affording a rate of 27-6 per 
1,000 of the population, and 1,911 to the urban districts named above, equivalent 
to 18-5 per 1,000, and there were 880 births of infants whose mothers were admitted 
to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. Corrected by the 
exclusion of the latter, the birth-rate for the entire Area in 1927 was 25-3 per 1,000 
of the population. 


Of the 11,542 births 2,840 were registered during the first quarter, 3,058 in the 
second, 3,027 in the third, and 2,617 in the fourth. 


DEATHS.—Ihe number of deaths of residents of the Dublin Registration Area 
during the year 1927 was 7,085, equivalent to 16-8 per 1,000 of the population of 
the Area. The average death rate for the 10 years, 1917-26 was 17-87 per 1,000. Thus 
the rate for the last year is 1:0 per 1,000 below the average. The rate for the City 
of Dublin was 17-6 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 14-4 per 1,000. 


The total number of deaths registered in the Area during the year, namely, 
7,671 (3,789 males and 3,882 females), is equal to 18-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. ‘The average rate for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 
years was 19-4 per 1,000. Of the 7,671 deaths in the entire area, 2,668 were registered 
during the first quarter of the year, 1,810 in the second, 1,378 in the third, and 1,815 
in the fourth, the weekly average being 147. 


CAUSES OF DEATH, 


The records of last year show that the total number of deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases{ appertaining to the Dublin Registration Area was 582, affording a 
rate of 1:38 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with an average of 566 deaths 
and a rate of 1-37} per 1,000 for the ten years, 1917-26. (See Table 2.) 


Deaths fron enteric fever numbered 6, or 7 under the average for the preceding 
10 years ; deaths from typhus, one, the average being also one ; deaths from measles, 
65, or 35 below the average ; deaths from scarlet fever, 14, or 5 below the average ; 
deaths from whooping cough, 220, or 125 above the average ; deaths from diphtheria, 74, 
ot 33 above the average ; deaths from dysentery, 3, the average being 5; deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age amounted to 199, being 93 
below the average; deaths from influenza, 178, or 141 below the average; deaths 
from tuberculosis numbered 845 (pulmonary, 668, other forms, 177), equivalent to a rate 
of 2-01 per 1,000 of the population, and were 119 (or 12-3 per cent.) below the 
average for the preceding 10 years ; cancer caused 485 deaths, or 42 above the average, 
the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1:15; deaths from pneumonia numbered 
794, being 93 more than the average, and affording an annual rate of 1-89 per 1,000 
of the population ; other respiratory diseases caused 772 deaths, or 133 below the 
average, the rate per 1.000 of the population being 1.84. 

Deaths caused by wvolence numbered 157, being 20 below the average for the 10 
years preceding.

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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 7,085 deaths belonging to the Dublin Registration Area during the year, 
1,955 or 27-6 per cent., were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,929, or 
27-2 per cent., were those of persons 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 
of 854 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 54 (9 males and 45 females) 
were stated to be nonagenarians. 

The rate represented by deaths of children aged one and under 5 years during 
the year 1927 was 21-5 per, 1,000 of the population at that age-period as compared 
with an average of 20-5 for the 10 preceding yeers; the rate per 1,000 for deaths 
of children aged 5 and under 15 years for 1927 was 2-9, and the average for the 
preceding 10 years, 4:0 ; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the rate per 
1,000 in 1927 was 4-1, the average rate for the preceding ten years being 5-3 ; among 
persons aged 25 and under 45 years the death rate in 1927 was 6-8 per 1,000 of the 
population at these ages, as against an average of 8-2 per 1,000 for the preceding 
ten years ; the rate for deaths in 1927 of persons between 45 and 65 years was 28-1, 
as compared with an average of 27-4; deaths of persons aged 65 years and upwards 
in 1927 were represented by a rate of 81-1 per 1,000, the corresponding average 
rate for the ten preceding years being 81-8 per 1,000.

For the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality rate (deaths of infants 
under one year of age per 1,000 births) in the year 1927 was 115. In 1926 it was 
114, as compared with 111 in 1925, and 113 in 1924, and an average of 127 for the 
ten years 1917-1926. (See Table 2.) 

In 1927 the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 122 per 1,000; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 71; for Pembroke, 96; for Blackrock, 
113 ; and for Din Laoghaire, 91. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 7,085 deaths, 3,054, or 43-3 per cent., occurred in public institutions, 
viz., 2,020 in the various hospitals, prisons, and mental hospitals in the Area, 819 in 
the Dublin union workhouse, and 215 in institutions situated in other localities.

average, the rate per 1.000 of the population being 1.84. 

Deaths caused by violence numbered 157, being 20 below the average for the 10 
years preceding.

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1,955 or 27-6 per cent., were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,929, or 
27-2 per cent., were those of persons 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 
of 854 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 54 (9 males and 45 females) 
were stated to be nonagenarians. 

The rate represented by deaths of children aged one and under 5 years during

of children aged 5 and under 15 years for 1927 was 2-9, and the average for the 
preceding 10 years, 4:0 ; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the rate per

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For the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality rate (deaths of infants 
under one year of age per 1,000 births) in the year 1927 was 115. In 1926 it was 
114, as compared with 111 in 1925, and 113 in 1924, and an average of 127 for the 
ten years 1917-1926. (See Table 2.) 

In 1927 the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 122 per 1,000; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 71; for Pembroke, 96; for Blackrock, 
113 ; and for Dtin Laoghaire, 91. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 7,085 deaths, 3,054, or 43-3 per cent., occurred in public institutions, 
viz., 2,020 in the various hospitals, prisons, and mental hospitals in the Area, 819 in 
the Dublin union workhouse, and 215 in institutions situated in other localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the year 1927 the births in London were equivalent to a rate of 16-1 per 
1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 22-5 per 1,000, and in Edin- 
burgh, 17-9 per 1,000.
